GREATHEART 


On November 13th. which happened to 


be the eighty-ninth anniversary of the 
birth of Robert Louis Stevenson, modest 
celebrations commemorating that event 
were held in many places and in many 
lands. 


The little ceremonies were suggested 


or participated in by many who had 
known Mr. Stevenson in his lifetime, and 
in whom there lingered the perfume of 
recollection that abides for those who 
have been of good, great and kind heart. 
But other participants were among the 
millions who have read his wondrous tales. 
Sometimes it has seemed a boy could 
hardly grow to manhood without at least 
reading Treasure Island. 


The particular anniversary this year 


brought to light a little anecdote that was 
typical of Mr. Stevenson and why he is 
remembered so long after his demise. 


Fifty years ago those who suffered 


with tuberculosis, as did Stevenson, were 
prone to repair to warm climates, con- 
vinced that rigorous weather like we have 
in Wisconsin was a dangerous handicap to 
add to their impaired lungs. Now we 
all know better. But Stevenson went to 
Samoa and there in 1891 met a certain 
Mr. Ide, who represented this country as 
Consul 
During his conversations with 


Mr. Ide, he learned that the latter had a 
little daughter back in Vermont, •whose 
birthday was on Christmas Day. 
This 


struck Mr. Stevenson as altogether unjust 
to any child. 
He took occasion, there- 


fore, to write this little girl and, with 
much ceremony and flourish, to transfer 
to her his own birthday. 
He recited 


in due legalistic manner that Annie H. 
Ide, being "Born out of all reason upon 
Christmas Day", and he himself having 
attained an age when "I have no further 
use for a birthday of any description", 
he considered it meet and just to trans- 
fer his birthday privileges to the young 
lady in order that she should have as 
many days as others through childhood 
when she could expect the thrill of gifts 
or the equal thrill of sitting at a birthday 
banquet and being toasted and caressed 
as the star of the hour.

But now, with the neutrality law 


a fact, and great reservoirs of sup- 
ply ready over here for the Allies, 
that demonstration is no longer of 
any value to the German high com- 
mand. It must act in the future 
against the background of the neu- 
trality law, knowing full well the 
advantage that act gives to the Al- 
lies in a long term war. 


Therefore, 
the Dutch and Bel- 


gian monarchs cannot see in the 
new neutrality law a definite spur 
to the German high command to 
act soon—while 
they 
still have 


plenty of supplies at home untouch- 
ed by the British blockade, plus a 
modicum of military advantage in 
the air and on the ground. 


Knowing the 
cold, 
calculating 


desperation that has motivated the 
German high command in previous 
wars, the Dutch and the Belgians 
cannot but see in their own coun-.

day—just as they always have been;

The current enters a tube from 


which nearly all the air has been 
pumped.' It makes a jump through 
an empty space and strikes a "tar- 
get," which is commonly one kind 
of metal or another. 


Tiny electrical bits known as 


electrons "bombard" the target. 
This action does something to the 
metal, and X-rays are produced. 
The X-rays go through a little 
glass window. 


A person in front of the "win- 


dow" is struck by the X-rays, and 
many of them pass clear through 
him. A film is held on the dther 
side of the person, and the shadows 
are marked on it. 


The Mm is "covered with black 


paper. This is to keep it from be- 
ing darkened by daylight or elec- 
tric light. 


X-rays have no trouble in getting 


through the 
black paper. 
This 


happens in an instant. If they were 
made to play on bone for a long 
time, they would go right through 
it as well. The machine, however, 
is worked quickly when a picture 
is made by a doctor or dentist. 
In the short exposure, the bones 
get in the way of the rays and 
leave shadows on the film. 


Dentists have found X-ray ma- 


chines of great help in their work. 
The pictures 
show roots of the 


teeth, and there may be a dark 
spot marking an abscess. 


An abscess in a tooth root is 


looked upon as a dangerous thing 
which may cause trouble in a per- 
son's general health. Some den- 
tists believe an abscess (at least in 
a front tooth) can be treated with 
success. Others say any tooth with 
an abscress should be pulled. 


We do well to remember that to 


lose a tooth, of the second set. is an 
unhappy event. The wise thing to 
do is always to have an X-ray pic- 
ture made of a second tooth before 
it is pulled. If a good dentist studies 
the Him, he should know whether 
cr not there is an abscess. 


As the art of caring for teeth 


goes forward, it is quite likely we 
shall learn better ways to save 
them from decay and loss.

hension of criminals under federal 
law. 


Youths Arrested 


Special Agent Melvin pointed out 


that from 1932 to the middle of 1935, 
more arrests were made in the 19- 
3'ear age group than any other sin- 
gle age group. From 1935 to 1939. 
arrests of youths of 18 .and 1. years 
were highest, exceeding the number 
of arrests of youths of 21 and 23. 
The FBI, Mr. Melvin explained, 
would be concerned 
with crimes 


such as homicide, robbery, burg- 
lary, larceny and auto theft. During 
the first of 1939, the largest number 
of arrests were again among those 
youths in the 19 year age level 


While the bureau is not a social 


service unit but more concerned m 
the apprehension of criminals, the 
majority of cases of delinquency 
begin with boys from broken homes 
or from home conditions similar to 
broken homes, he contended. 


The speaker told briefly of the 


career of Baby-face Nelson who as 
Lester Gillis, began his delinquency 
as a young boy. He was from a 
broken home.
